Helene  Rosenbluth  hesitates  when  asked  to  single  out  the  most  important 
aspect  of  her  multi-faceted  job  at  KPFK.  "Women's  programming"  comes 
first,  but  right  behind  that  comes  her  engineering  and  production  work.   In 
the  Folio  Staff  Box,  she's  listed  as  the  Production  Department's  Training  Co- 
ordinator. "But  at  KPFK,  I  can  do  both.  The  freedom  we  enjoy  here  allows 
"tekkies"  (the  technical  workers)  to  do  programming  and  programmers  to 
learn  technical  skills  to  enhance  their  ability  to  communicate  ideas. 

Helene,  the  producer  of  the  award-winning  documentary  Fair  Sex,  Fair  Game: 
Women  Say  No  to  the  Sexual  Safari,  and  host/producer  of  Lesbian  Sisters  (first 
Sunday  of  each  month  at  8:30  p.m.),  first  came  to  KPFK  as  a  volunteer.  "A 
friend  was  doing  a  program  on  nutrition  here,  and  she  told  me  about  the  newly- 
forming  women's  coalition.  They  wanted  to  do  dramatic  pieces  from  history.  I 
have  a  theater  background,  and  was  delighted  to  play  Emma  Goldman  and  other 
impressive  women  in  the  series.  " 

In  the  process  of  getting  her  first  taste  of  radio,  Helene  made  a  discovery:  she 
had  been  working  on  a  documentary  film,  with  its  endless  procedures  and  delays 
from  take  to  final  result.  .  .  the  immediacy  of  radio  was  a  refreshing  change.  "I 
was  hooked,"  she  remembers,  "on  the  instant  gratification  of  it  all." 

Her  first  paid  position  here  was  at  the  switchboard,  but  she  kept  doing  pro- 
gramming and  with  support  from  the  women  in  the  women's  coalition  who  al- 
ready had  technical  skills,  she  began  learning  how  the  equipment  worked. She 
in  turn  encouraged  those  women  tekkies  to  get  more  involved  in  programming. 
"An  important  aspect  of  being  at  the  station  is  the  fact  that  I  can  be  all  that 
I  am,"  Helene  says,  "a  woipan,  a  Lesbian,  an  actress  and  creative  programmer, 
a  tekkie  and  a  member  of  the  news  team.  And  I  don't  believe  I'm  a  token;  there 
has  been  a  Gay  Radio  Collective  here  for  years,  producing  (MRU.  I'm  glad  to 
have  worked  with  the  Collective  in  putting  together  the  upcoming  Third  Annual 
Gay  Day— this  is  the  only  station  in  the  country  that  I  know  of  to  program  an 
entire  day  of  Gay  and  Lesbian  material.  Beyond  that  I  have  the  opportunity  to 
program  an  hour  each  month  devoted  exclusively  to  Lesbian  issues." 

Helene  had  spent  the  morning  at  a  con- 
ference for  women  and  minorities  to 
learn  how  to  get  a  job  in  commercial 
radio.  As  she  listened  to  all  the 
talk  about  "marketability," 
^e  felt  they  were  leaving 
out  the  most  important 
aspect  of  radio,  the  com- 
munication of  ideas.  "I'm  a 
communicator.  When  I  get 
phone  calls  from  people  who 
feel  less  isolated  because  of 
ideas  they  heard  on  our  air, 
I  feel  that  my  job  is  as 
fulfilling  as  anybody's 
could  possible  be."

Famed  English  composer,  teacher  and 
critic  John  Duarte  is  John  Wager- 
Schneider's  guest  on  Soundboard,  on 
Friday  June  ISth's  Noon  Concert. 
Duarte  visited  the  KPFK  studios  in 
April,  bringing  private  tapes  of  some 
of  his  latest  works  for  solo,  two  and 
four  guitars.  He  talks  about  his  new 
works,  the  guitar  in  Europe,  and  much 
more.  Duarte,  who  started  his  musical 
career  as  a  jazz  trumpeter  and  guitar- 
ist, began  playing  and  writing  for  the 
classical  guitar  in  the  mid  1940s,  and 
has  been  commissioned  over  the  years 
by  Segovia,  Sigfried  Behrend,  Presti 
and  LagOya,  and  other  notable  per- 
formers to  write  works  for  them.  His 
guitar  pieces  for  solo  guitar,  guitar  en- 
semble, mixed  ensemble,  guitar  and 
voice  now  number  over  75.  Besides 
acting  as  the  annual  director  of  the 
Cannington  Summer  School  for  Clas- 
sic Guitar  in  England,  he  is  also  the 
plucked  string  critic  for  the  prestigi- 
ous Music  &  Musicians,  England's  art 
music  monthly.  He  is  also  the  author 
of  several  volumes  of  guitar  antholo- 
gies and  transcriptions,  and  has  penned 
many  books  concerned  with  learning 
classical  guitar  performance.

On  June  27,  1969,  police  began  one 
of  their  usual  raids  at  the  Stonewall 
Inn,  a  gay  bar  on  Christopher  Street 
in  New  York.  For  the  first  time  in 
recent  history,  however,  police  got 
more  than  they  bargained  for:  hun- 
dreds of  Lesbians  and  Gay  men  fought 
back,  rioting  in  the  streets  against  what 
had  once  been  "routine"  police  harass- 
ment. The  Christopher  Street  /  Stone- 
wall Rebellion  is  commemorated  each 
year,  remembered  as  the  beginning  of 
the  contemporary  Gay  Liberation 
Movement  in  this  country,  with  parades, 
street  fairs,  political  rallies,  and  other 
demonstrations  of  Gay  Pride,  in  cities 
across  the  country  and  around  the 
world. 

The  eleventh  anniversary  of 
"Stonewall"  will  be  observed  with  an 
entire  day  of  programming  by  and 
about  Lesbians  and  Gay  men,  the  Third 
annual  Gay  Day  on  KPFK.  Produced 
by  a  collective  from  Lesbian  Sisters 
and  IMRU,  the  day  will  offer  excerpts 
from  Lesbian/Gay-related  programming 
from  as  far  back  as  1968,  culled  from 
the  archives  of  the  Pacifica  Program 
Service.  Well-known  and  articulate 
representatives  of  the  movement  will 
share  their  thoughts  about  current  is- 
sues; professionals  will  share  their 
expertise;  excerpts  from  dramas,  no- 
vels, poetry,  music  and  other  cultural 
forms  will  be  offered;  and  of  course, 
open  phones  from  time  to  time  for 
two-way  information  sharing.

A  good  measure  of  where  the  Bri- 
tish film  had  travelled  to  by  the  early 
1970s  is  Medak's  devastating  and 
ultimately  blood-curdling  satire  on 
the  British  upper  classes.  Based  on 
the  popular  stage  play  by  Peter  Barnes, 
who  also  wrote  the  screenplay,  77je 
Ruling  Class  stars  Peter  O'Toole,  in  a 
demanding  role  as  the  14th  Earl  of 
Gurney,  who  arrives  fresh  from  an  in- 
sane asylum  to  claim  his  inheritance. 
Jack  Gurney  (O'Toole)  is  a  gentle  soul 
whose  only  fault  is  to  believe  himself 
to  be  Jesus  Christ,  and  so  he  dresses  in 
robes  and  sandals  and  sleeps  on  a  wood- 
en cross. 

Jack's  mad  goodness  is  contrasted 
with  the  rest  of  the  family's  sane  evil. 


and  it  is  the  slow  "cure"  of  Jack  that 
offers  Medak  the  chance  to  lay  waste 
to  the  illusion  that  the  British  aristo- 
cracy is  salvageable.  Jack  is  "cured" 
finally,  and  becomes  a  bloodthirsty 
Tory  who  is  therefore  sane  and  emi- 
nently acceptable  to  the  House  of 
Lords.  Some  chilling  special  effects 
and  an  inspired  comic  performance 
by  O'Toole  as  the  prancing  and  sing- 
ing Son  of  God  make  this  a  film  that 
is  at  once  humorous  and  frightening.

Many  of  you  reading  this  will  be 
receiving  a  Folio  for  the  first  time. 
Many  of  you  have  been  using  this 
guide  to  listener-sponsored  radio 
over  a  number  of  years. 

Within,  you  will  find  useful  re- 
sources and  important  information. 
We  hope  that  you  will  grow  so  ac- 
customed to  this  tool  (if  you  have 
not  already  done  so),  that  you  will 
stay  with  us  for  many  years.    This 
Spring's  fundraising  had  the  goal  of 
wiping  out  the  tremendous  current 
operating  debt  that  the  station  has 
carried  for  too  long. 

It  may  not  sound  glamorous  to 
have  contributed  to  pay  for  things 
that  have  already  happened,  but 
think  of  it  this  way:  from  now  on, 
given  continued  wise  financial  ma- 
nagement, money  contributed  to 
KPFK  can  be  used  to  do  more,  right 
away.  For  those  of  us  who  work  at 
KPFK,  staff  and  volunteers,  it  means 
that  there  will  no  longer  be  the  choice 
between  fending  off  the  utilities  com- 
panies or  buying  tape  or  fixing  a  tape 
machine.  It  will  mean  that  we  can 
look  ahead,  instead  of  back.  And  for 
you  the  listener,  and  for  those  of  us 
who  do  the  producing,  this  is  the 
most  important  result. 

For  allowing  this,  we  thank  you. 


Computer  Woes  In-Depth 

To  many  of  you  we  owe  an  expla- 
nation that  goes  further  than  what 
has  already  been  said  about  the  prob- 
lems we  are  having  with  our  comput- 
erized subscription  system.  For  most 
of  us  non-computer  junkies,  it  is  hard 
to  understand  how  a  simple  problem 
like  getting  your  Folio  to  you  (or 
your  Film  Club  Card)  can  take  so 
many  months  to  straighten  out. 

Consider  the  following:  Our  com- 
puter system  must  keep  a  list  of  all 
subscribers,  and  when  the  subscrip- 
tion gets  ready  to  end  it  must  gener- 
ate labels  for  reminders  to  renew. 


That  is  the  easy  part;  magazines  do  it 
every  day.  But  our  system  also  has  to 
work  w\th  pledges.  That  is  a  promise 
to  pay  money.  When  you  promise,  we 
begin  sending  a  Folio,  but  only  twice 
without  payment.  So  the  computer 
must  generate  labels  for  one  month 
and  then  stop,  but  it  must  not  send 
you  a  notice  to  renew  just  because 
your  "subscription"  ran  out.  Then 
when  you  pay,  the  computer  must 
match  the  payment  to  the  right  per- 
son so  that  we  stop  sending  you  re- 
minders of  what  you  promised  to  pay 
and  can  continue  sending  your  Folio. 
Thus,  if  J.  Smith  made  the  pledge  and 
Jane  Eason-Smith  made  the  payment, 
the  computer  may  not  be  able  to 
match  the  records. 

Not  to  Mention. . . 

There's  more.  Our  computer  must 
accept  extra  payments,  gift  subscrip- 
tions, early  renewals,  and  make  sure 
that  it  keeps  your  donation  recorded, 
either  extending  or  not  extending 
your  current  subscription  according 
to  your  wishes.  On  top  of  all  this, 
add  the  Film  Club  and  Premiums.  We 
must  be  informed  of  payment  to 
send  you  your  card  and  your  Premi- 
um. Also  the  computer  must  keep 
your  subscription  from  the  time 
when  you  pledged,  and  your  card 
from  the  time  when  you  received  it. 
So  they  may  have  a  different  expira- 
tion date.  On  another  level,  we  have 
poor  handwriting,  human  error  in 
coding  or  keypunching,  the  US  Post- 
al Service,  and  at  least  20,000  separ- 
ate activities  each  year. 

Suffice  it  to  say  that  the  new  pro- 
gram for  the  new  computer  could 
not  handle  all  of  this  as  well  as  the 
system  we  had  grown  up  with  and 
left.  Why  did  we  leave?  The  old  sys- 
tem was  complex  and  error  prone, 
it  could  not  keep  a  record  past  the 
current  year,  it  could  not  deliver  sum- 
maries of  activities  (e.g.,  how  many 
people  renewed?  Were  people  giving 


us  more  or  less  this  year?  Do  Film 
Club  members  renew  more  or  less  of- 
ten? Does  it  pay  to  send  four  renewal 
notices,  or  eight?),  etc. 

We  also  believed  that  professional 
operation  of  the  system  would  make 
it  more  accurate.

To  those  of  you  who 
have  suffered  Inconvenience  and/or 
frustration,  we  sincerely  apologize, 
and  hope  that  this  additional  expla- 
nation has  at  least  helped  you  to  un- 
derstand what  we  are  up  against.

The  Computer.

The 
cassettes  are  returned  to  us  at  the 
end  of  each  month  to  be  re-used.

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Pacifica  Report 


Letters

March  in  New  York  saw  an  early  spring 
and  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Pacifica 
Foundation  National  Board.  Over  the 
weekend  of  March  8  &  9,  the  Board 
elected  c  '*icers  for  the  coming  year, 
grappled  with  issues  such  as  the  need 
for  an  affirmative  action  plan  for  Pa- 
cifica, the  role  of  station  managers, 
changes  in  Pacifica  staff,  and  the  need 
for  long-term  financial  and  goal-ori- 
ented planning. 

The  National  Board  of  the  Pacifica 
Foundation  has  the  final  authority 
and  responsibility  for  establishing  Pa- 
cifica policy  and  to  elect  the  Founda- 
tion's officers.  Each  station  in  the  Pa- 
cifica group  has  a  local  advisory  board; 
those  boards  in  turn  nominate  four 
members  to  the  Pacifica  National  Board. 

Joel  Kugelmass,  who  has  served  as 
Executive  Director  of  Pacifica  for  the 
last  three  years,  has  left  the  Foundation 
as  of  May.  Under  Joel's  leadership,  Pa- 
cifica has  been  dramatically  trans- 
formed. Four  years  ago  the  Founda- 
tion was  a  corporate  umbrella  for  the 
stations  which  were  in  many  ways  in- 
dependent. Faced  with  rising  costs 
and  increased  gowernment  regulation, 
the  Pacifica  Board  felt  that  more  co- 
herence had  to  be  brought  to  the  or- 
ganization. This  led  to  the  decision  to 
hire  an  Executive  Director  and  to  have 
a  fully  staffed  National  Office  to  service 
all  of  the  stations  in  such  groupable 
areas  as  data  processing,  billing,  the 
Washington  News  Bureau,  and  the 
Program  Service. 

The  cho       of  a  new  Executive  Di- 
rector is  an  important  one  for  Pacifica. 
S/he  serves  as  the  administrator  of  sta- 
tion support  services,  facilitates  com- 
munications and  policy  development 
throughout  Pacifica,  is  responsible  for 
budget  preparation,  and  the  fiscal  ma- 
nagement of  the  Foundation,  and 
serves  as  the  representative  of  the 
President. 

At  the  recent  meeting  of  the  Board, 
the  need  to  hire  a  new  Executive  Di- 
rector promtped  a  close  look  at  our 
affirmative  action  policies  and  criteria. 
Pacifica 's  basic  affirmative  action  reso- 
lution, passed  in  1976,  provides  for  an 
affirmative  action  program  which  is 
committed  to  the  hiring  of  "minorities, 
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women,  or  individuals  from  the  work- 
ing class."  Some  board  members  were 
surprised  to  find  out  that  sexual  ori- 
entation was  not  included  in  these  cri- 
teria. The  board  members'  discussion 
was  frankly  divided  on  ttie  question  of 
whether  lesbians  and  gay  men  were  a 
group  which  was  discriminated  against 
and  should  be  included  in  the  affirma- 
tive action  policiy.  For  the  Executive 
Director  hire,  sexual  orientation  is  to 
be  included  among  the  affirmative  ac- 
tion criteria;  however,  its  inclusion  in 
Pacifica 's  overall  affirmative  action  po- 
licy has  been  placed  on  the  agenda  of 
the  September  meeting  of  the  Board.

First  Vice  President:  David  Lampell, 
New  York,  the  News  Director  for  In- 
ner City  broadcasting. 

Vice  Presidents:  Jim  Berland,  Ma- 
nager KPFK;  Lome  Love,  Mgr.,  WP- 
FW;  David  Salniker,  Mgr.,  KPFA; 
Robert  Schwartz,  Mgr.,  WBAI. 

Secretary:  Delfino  Varella,  Los  An- 
geles, an  immigration  attorney.
